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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed because the prior art does not teach a device for 
temperature measurement comprising a second inductive assembly component being 
driven by movement of a temperature sensitive element, the movement of the second 
inductive assembly component relative to a first inductive assembly component 
generates a change in a local eddy current pattern corresponding to the sensed 
temperature, in combination with the remaining limitations of claims 1-10. 

Tollefsen et al. U.S. 2457286 discloses a device in the field of applicant's 
endeavor. Tollefsen et al. do not teach an eddy current corresponding to measured 
temperature. 

SU 494623A discloses measurement eddy current as a result of change of the 
magnetic field as the result of changing (measuring) an angle. SU does not teach that 
the angle is changing (movement) as the result of movement of a temperature-sensing 
element, and thus, changing the eddy current corresponding to measured temperature. 

Nath U.S. 3878721 discloses a device in the field of applicant's endeavor. Nath 
does not teach that a temperature-sensing element is moving, and changing eddy 
current corresponding to the sensed temperature.
